So many 
of the false props erected in the days when everything was booming | 
collapsed, so many false gods were overthrown, so many unsound theories | 
were exploded, so many bubbles burst, that people generally, including | 
statesmen and politicians, great financiers and business executives, as well | 
as the humble laborer and wage earner, have been forced back to accept- 
ance of and reliance upon the tried and true in economics and the basic 
foundations of life. This, in itself, is a great gain and full of promise for 
the years that lie ahead. 

One writer in a magazine devoted to business raises the interesting 
question as to the extent to which the ill-considered choice of a word has} 
played a major part in producing the psychological atmosphere of our far | 
from satisfactory business conditions. He says that if the person or persons | 
who first gave currency to the phrase “business depression” had made the | 
happier and more accurate choice of “business recession,” it is conceivable 
that the general attitude toward our recent past, our still troubling present, 
and our probable future for some time, might have been distinctly different. 
While the two phrases might have the same literal meaning, each indicating 
that business had gone more or less away from a previous point of comfort 
and satisfaction, might we not have viewed the movement somewhat more 
cheerfully, more hopefully, had we thought of it as having merely “moved” 
than as having actually “dropped?” It is clear that “recession” is a much 
less fearsome word than “depression.” Casually we picture things as coming 
back much more easily than as coming up, although thé same forces may 
affect and govern either movement. From now on it would do no harm,

~ Total Farms In Canada 


Official Census Reveals That Canade 
Has 728,244 Farmsteads 


There are 728,244 farms in Canada 
according (to the official census taken 
in June, 1931, an increase of 17,154 or 
2.4 per cent. compared with 1921. 

A farm, for census purposes, in- 
cludes every tract of land of one acre 
or more which produces in a given 
year agricultural products to the 
value of $50 or over, or which is un- 
der crop of any kind or employed for 
pasturing. 

Of the total of 728,244 farms, 414,- 
044 are in the five Eastern provinces, 
namely, Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and 
Ontario, and 314,200 in the four 
Western Provinces, namely, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia, 

The Province of Ontario has the 
the largest number of farms with 
101,617; Saskatchéw&n is second with 
186,571; and Quebec third with 136,- 
061, Each of the Westsern provinces 
recorded an increase in the number 
of farms in the ten years from 1921 
to 1931. The total increase for the 
four provincess was 36,770, while the 
total decrease for the five Eastern 
provinces was 19,416. Alberta shows 
the largest per cent. increase for the 
Prairie Provinces in the decade under 
review with 17.7 per cent., or from 
82,954 farms in 1921 to 97,622 in 
| 1981, though British Columbia had 
/an increase of 18 per cent., the num- | 
ber of farms being 25,935 in 1931, 
| compared with 21,973 in 1921. 

About 57,000,000 acres were sown 
to field crops on the farms of Canada 
in 1931, of which wheat accounted for 
over 26,000,000 acres.

British and Foreign Investments 
Amount To Over Six Billion 
Dollars 

British and foreign investments in 
Canada amount to about $6,125,959,- 
000, according to revised figures by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Total business capital employed in 
Canada is $17,500,000,000, exclusive 
of private capital in domestic enter- 
prises such as farms, homes, ete. 
About 65 per cent. is owned in Can- 
ada, 

This estimate is based upon more 
complete information as to the dis- 
tribution of ownership of the securi- 
ties of firms located in Canada in 
1930, obtained through the census of 
industry and other investigations. The 
national wealth is rated at about $30,- 
840,000,000. 

Of the British and foreign invest- 
ments in Canada $1,184,670,000 was 
in Dominion, provincial, and munici- 
pal securities; $1,674,865,000 in rail- 
ways; $628,230,000 in other public 
utilities; $520,248,000 in the pulp, 
paper and lumber industry; $281,600,- 
000 in mining; $546,915,000 in metal 
industries; $492,876,000 in all other 
industries; $250,000,000 in merchan- 
dising establishments; $209,022,000 
in finance and insurance; and $338,- 
033,000 in land and mortgages. 

Of the total investment in Canada 
by British ana foreign countries 
amounting to $6,125,959,000, the larg- 
est share $3,726,745,000 was held by 
people of the United States. Britishers 
held $2,228,024,000 and other coun- 
tries, $171,188,000, 

Sixty-seven per cent. of British in- 
vestments are in government securi- 
ties and public utilities, chiefly rail- 
ways. United States investments 
are 50 per cent. in government se- 
curities and public utilities and 50 
per cent. in other securities, chiefly 
industrial and mining.

The Lord Mayor's Sceptre 
Interesting Item Of Regalin and Age 
Is Unknown 

One of the oldest pieces of insignia 
still used for its original purpose 
made one of its rare appearances re- 
cently in London. This is the diamond 
scepter that for one brief moment on 
the day of his induction into office 
the Lord Mayor of London holds in 
his hand to symbolize his rulership of 
the ancient City. 

The City’s diamond scepter is a 
| staff, or baton, eighteen inches long. 
It is cut from pure crystal, and its 
spiral grooves are inlaid with gold. 
How old it is no one quite knows and 
no record states with certainty; but 
the Byzantine setting of the diamonds 
and pearls marks the shaft as of the 
Anglo-Saxon period, when London's 
chief citizen was called the Port- 
reeve, to become later the Bailiff, the 
Mayor, and then the Lord Mayor. 

Second only in interest as an item 
of the Lord Mayor’s regalia is the 
golden collar, or chain of office, which 
has been handed down from one Chief 
Magistrate of the city to another for 
nearly 400 years.

PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 
CLASSIFICATION OF TRUCKS 


All freight vehicles and trucks, in addition to paying the fegs 
set out below, must also pay the usual motor vehicle license as 
formerly, according to wheel base meaurement. 

CLASS A.—Includes all trucks used as public carriers for 
freight haulage. Fees printed below. 

CLASS B.—lIncludes all freight vehicles other than those in 
the other classes. Fees printed below. 

CLASS C.—Inclodes trucks cp2rating within cities, towns and 
villages. These are permitted to operate outside to the extent of 
five miles beyond the corporate boundaries of the cities, towns or 
villages in which they are licensed. No fee in this class other than 
usual motor license, 

CLASS D.—Includes trucks owned by farmers, mark:t garden- 
ers, or ranchers and used for transporting of their own property. 
No fee other than usual mptor license. 

CLASS E.—Includes trucks in Classes “C’ and “D"” used for 
hauling grain between Augustlst and December 31st in one vegr. 
Fees in this class one-quarter of those in Class “RB”, 

FEES FOR CLASSES “A” and “BY” 

Fees for Classes “A” and “B" are figured on gross weight, 
which shall mean the combined weight of the chassis, body and cab of 
the freight vehicle and the manufacturer's rated carrying capacity. 

Fees in these classes range from 50 cents per 100 tbs. to $1.75 
per 100 Iba. according to their weight classification,
